Highest-Ranked American Citizen In 
French Army During 
War. 


Paris.—The highest-ranked Ameri­ 
can citizen in the French army dur­ 
ing the present war is Dr. Henry Mi­ 
chel of Augusta. Ga., who earned a 
captain's commission in the service 
of our ally before transferring over, 
to the United Stites army. 
Doctor Michel came to France at 
the beginning of the w ar aud volun­ 
teered in the French army. Owing to 
the crying need for surgeons, lie was 
at once commissioned as a second 
lieutenant and assigned at a base hos­ 
pital. 
His hard work and ability won 
him promotion to a first lieutenancy 
after the Verdun offensive in the Iii sr 
half of 1016 when he was stationed 
at Troyes, the great evacuation cen­ 
ter for the French wounded. 
Afterward Doctor Michel was trans­ 
ferred to Lyons aud 
w a s placed in 
command of a military hospital there 
and promoted to captain. 
The For­ 
eign Legion lias its base depot 
at 
Lyons, and Doctor Michel knew al­ 
most all of the Americans enlisted in 
that unit. 
He was also a great friend 
of 
United States Consul Jones at 
Lyons. 
A • year ago Doctor Michel offered 
his services to the A. E. F. and was 
sent to American Red Cross hospital 
No. I at Neuilly, the former American 
ambulance. 
He is also .surgeon iii 


c h ie f of the American hospital for 
civilians In Neuilly. 
Only a few other Americans have 
ever 
received 
commissions 
in 
the 
French army, and they were alf sec­ 
ond lieutenants with the exception of 
William Thaw of the Lafayette* Fa­ 
rad rifle, and Sweeny of the Foreign 
Legion and later of the tank corps, 
who were first lieutenants. 
The avia­ 
tor pilots of the Lafayette Escadrille 
were only sergeants, with the excep­ 
tion of Dudley Hill, an adjutant. I.iif- 
ber.v was only a second lieutenant.

HID PR CELESS CITY RECORD 


Refused 
to 
Leave Pest When 
Hun 


Hordes Poured Through His Coun­ 


try— Tells of Cruelties Inflict­ 


ed by Invaders. 


Paris.—There leached Paris recent­ 
ly a line-looking old French gentleman, 
sail-eyed, hollow-cheeked. 
For four 
years he had been held prisoner by 
tile Germans in the city of ('amhran 
He had seen the Hun kaiser three 
times passing through the streets of 
his city which previously 
had been 
swept by the French women. 
Night 
after night he had been forced to go 
and sit in Hie railroad sta tio n s o f the 
city while the British bombed th fin. 
B e had seen Ins friends, people once 
wealthy and of high birth, sent out to 
dig trenches, to bury tile dead and to 
cultivate and weed the fields. For two 
years he had only soup and cocoa for 
his dinner and a semi-monthly allow­ 
ance of three-quarters of a pound of 
nu at and black bread. 
Henri Bergier reached Paris just as 
the news came from tile front that 
British aud American troops had freed 
his borne. 
As soon as he is strong 
enough to travel again he will return 
there to find, if possible, the priceless 
records of the city which he hill in 
IPI4 when the Huns swept across Bel­ 
gium and invaded northern France. 
Stuck to His Post. 
As a judge of a tribunal or court 
of Cambrai, Bergier refused to leave 
his p o s t when 
the German 
hordes 
poured through his country in August, 
1914. 
By a trick of chance lie had 
just sent his wife and three (laughters 
to Boulogne-sur-Mer, on the coast of 
France, for a holiday and was plan­ 
ning to join them early in September. 
Tile meeting was deferred just four 
years. 
He was captured, but was 
spared the bitterness of seeing his 
family subjected to the humiliations 
which came to the other women of 
Cambrai. 
His wife and daughters at 
once volunteered for hospital service 
and worked so heroically for three 
years that they were decorated by the 
French government with the medal 
“des epidemles et till devouenient.” 
The story which 
Bergier 
brought 
back was one of want aud suffering. 
The Germans held him as hostage so 
he was not maltreated. Whenever the 
city was bombed, however, 
he was 
sent with three other judges, also held 
as hostages, to sir in the railway sta­ 
tions so that they would he killed if 
the traffic centers were destroyed. 
'rile people of the city who did not 
bold official positions 
were 
treated 
more summarily. 
The women were 
all made to do menial work of some 
kind, such as sweeping the street* 
of tile city or cultivating and weed­ 
ing the fields. 
The young boys and 
men were sent out to dig trenches and 
to bury the dead. 
No one was al­ 
lowed to leave his lodgings after seven 
o’clock at night, and no lights were 
allowed at any time. 
Turned Out of Homes. 
Family after family was turned out 
of homes to make place for the wives 
of the German officers who came to 
stay in Cambrai with their husbands 
and for German actresses and sing 
ors who were brought from Germany 
to stage performances of grand opera 
and to make merry in the casinos. 
The prisons were kept tilled with 
“offenders.*’ 
One woman was thrown 
into jail because she had hidden a 
copper vessel, a family heirloom, in 
defiance of the German order requisi­ 
tioning everything of metal from the 
people. 
Another woman was arrested 
because she read a copy of a French 
paper which had been dropped into the 
city by allied airplanes. 
Early in September Bergier was told 
that an exchange had been effected 
and he was to return to France. 
He 
would be permitted to take with bim 
what, belongings he could carry. 
Ile 
found an old baby carriage with two 
wheels off and patched it up with 
wheels from a dismantled gun. 
His 
clothing, though threadbare, still held 
together, but he had no shoes at all. 
He took the leather portfolio which 
his youngest daughter had used to 
carry to school and made a sort of 
footgear out of it, using for soles the 
belting from a machine in an aban­ 
doned factory. 
Part of his journey to Belgium he 
made on foot, pushing his belongings 
along in th- ald baby carriage. 
Part 
he -made by train. 
From Belgium M. Bergier went to 
Switzerland, finally arriving in Paris 
where he rejoined his family.

COMEDIANS OF OLD GREECE 


Statues Found in Tombs Show That 
Funmakers Were Much 
Like 
Those Applauded Today. 


» 
The finding of scone statues in sn 
ancient Greek tomb is an opportunity 
for comparing the comedians of old 
times with those of today. 
The stat­ 
ues are believed to date back to the 
fourth century B. C. 
They are quite 
small—in fact, few of them measure 
more than six inches in height—but 
owing to the careful modeling they 
are still quite lifelike in spite of 
their extreme age. 
These little fig­ 
ures represent the funny men of that 
time, and it Is curious to note the re­ 
semblance to the oddities of Charlie 
Chaplin. 
One 
a sso c ia te s flowing robes and 
stately walk with the Greek actors, 
but these players are shown wear­ 
ing short trousers aud with an ob­ 
vious caricature of a stately gait. 
Nothing was sacred from these come­ 
dians; even the greatest men of the 
day were subjects for tbelr^ wit, which 
they carried to extremes. 
A good ex­ 
ample of this is a statue of one of the 
funny men as Hercules, who was uni­ 
versally admired and venerated in an­ 
cient Greece. 
He is shown wearing 
his 
leopard 
skin 
lightly 
over 
one 
shoulder, 
with 
his 
finger 
in 
his 
mouth, 
looking 
coquettishly 
round 
him. 
'The costumes of these little figures 
ii.ast have been brilliant; there are 
still faint traces of pink and yellow7 
on the terra-cotta of which the statues 
were made. 


FOOD SUPPLIES IN COMMON

Eskimo 
Allowed 
to 
Go 
Hungry 
While His More* Fortunate Broth­ 
ers Have Plenty. 


The arctic explorer, Dr. Donald B. 
MacMillan, 
who 
returned 
recently 
after four years spent in the arctic 
regions, has many Interesting things 
to say about the domestic and social 
customs of the Eskimo. 
All property is owned in common, 
he tells us. 
When you enter a vil­ 
lage you are not invited to come in. 
It is your right to .enter and, if you 
are hungry, to help yourself to some­ 
thing lo eat. 
lf you happen to visit 
a house where a pool* hunter lives, he 
says, 
“Nurket-turange 
(Nothing 
to 
eat).’’ 
He does not go hungry, how­ 
ever, because his neighbors have some, 
and he lives on his neighbors. 
Every­ 
thing is divided up that way. 
If all 
the villagers tire good hunters, their 
supplies last a long time, but if some 
are poor 
hunters, 
the clever fellow7 
must share with them. 
Ail Eskimo does not eat three meals 
a day and sleep at regular Intervals. 
He eat1 when he is hungry, and sleeps 
when he is sleepy, and he puts It off 
as long as be can, so that he will en­ 
joy it a1! the more. He will go around 
for six hours talking about how hungry 
he is, and then he will set to work 
awd cr* .'I! he can. 
Tt is the same 
v ay WI lh sleeping. 
He will go with- 
u d sleep for 4K hours, and when he 
cannot keep his eyes open any longer 
he tu rn s 
in for a 24-hour 
snooze.— 
Youth'* Companion.
